company  in  each  of  the  faid  counties; 
be  it  tiicrefere  enadedy  That,  for  the  pur- 
pofes  of  this  adt,  the  following  counties 
fliall  be  joined  together,  fo  as  to  form 
one  joint  body  of  militia  for  the  counties 
fo  joined ;  Cthat  is  to  fay),  The  counties 
of  Selkirk  and  Peebles  Ihall  be  joined  to¬ 
gether,  the  counties  of  Bute  and  Ar- 
gyle^  the  counties  of  Clackmannan  and 
Kinrofs,  the  counties  of  Nairn  and  El¬ 
gin,  and  the  counties  of  Cromarty  and 


Rofs ;  and  the  comraifficner  or  commif- 


fioners  to  be  named  for  tlie  refpedtive 
counties  fo  united  for  the  purpofes  of 
this  act,  ffiail  have  the  fame  powers,  and 
proceed  in  all  refpedts  witti  regard  to 
both  counties,  as  if  they  were  to  all  in¬ 
tents  and  purpofes  one. 

And  he  it  tnudledy  That  the  deputy 
commiffioners  for  each  county,  ftewar¬

is  not  embodied  and  in  actual  fcrvicc, 
ffiail  appoint  the  time,  and  place  or  pla¬ 
ces,  in  every  year,  when  the  militia  fliall 
be  trained  and  exercifed  for  to¬ 

gether,  as  lliall  be  leaft  inconv4?nient  to 
the  public ;  during  which  time  all  the 
provifions  in  any  ad  for  punifliing  mu¬ 
tiny  and  defercion,  and  for  the  better 
payment  of  the  army  and  their  quarters, 
Ihall  extend  to  the  officers  and  private 
militia  men  of  every  corps  of  militia,  but 
not  to  extend  to  life  or  limb  ;  and  the 
clerk  of  fuch  general  meeting  Ihall  forth¬ 
with  fend  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of 
exercife  to  the  feffion  clerk,  or  other  of¬ 
ficer,  of  the  fcveral  parifhes  or  places 
within  the  county,  ftewartry,  or  place, 
requiring  them  refpedively  to  caufe  fuch 
notice  to  be  fixed  on  the  doors  of  the 
churches  or  chapels  belonging  to  their 
refpedive parifhes  or  places,  and  all  fuch 
militia  men  fliall  duly  attend  at  the  time 
and  place  or  places  of  exercife  fo  to  be 
appointed  ;  and  if  any  militia  man  (not 
labouring  under  any  infirmity  incapaci¬ 
tating  him,  or  not  having  feme  other 
lawful  caufe  or  excufe)  fliall  not  appear 
at  fuch  time,  and  place  or  places  of  ex¬ 
ercife,  fo  appointed,  he  fliall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  penalty  of  for  every 

fuch  neglect,  to  be  recovered  and  ap¬ 
plied  to  fuch  ufes  as  herein-after  are  di- 
redted :  Provided  that  no  officer  of  the 
milhia,  or  private  militia  man,  Hull  be 
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S.lMc  to  any  penalty  or  punifhment  for 
or  on  account  of  his  abfence  during  the 
tune  he  ill  all  be  going  to  vote  at  any  c- 
k<!:tion  of  a  member  to  ferve  in  parlia¬ 
ment,  or  returning  frorh  luch  election. 

Anti  be  it  enuBed^  That  if  any  militia 
.man,  after  having  joined  his  corps,  fliall 
<lefert  during  the  time  of  annual  exer- 
cife,  and  not  be  apprehended  till  after 
the  expiration  of  the  time  of  fuch  an¬ 
nual  exercife,  he  fiiall  incur  the  like  pe¬ 
nalty,  and  be  fubie<ft  to  the  fame  puniih- 
ment,  herein-hefore  directed  to  be  in- 
flided  upon  militia  men  not  joining  their 
corps ;  and  one  juftice  of  the  peace  in  a- 
ny  county,  ftewartry,  or  place,  wherein 
fuch  deferter  lhall  be  found,  may  pro¬ 
ceed  againft  him  in  the  fame  manner, 
and  execute  the  like  powers,  as  in  the 
cafe  of  militia  men  not  appearing  at  the 
time  and  place  appointed  for  annual  ex- 
creife. 

And  be  it  enaBedj  That  when  the  mili¬ 
tia  (liall  be  called  out  to  be  trained  and 
exercifed,  and  alfo  when  they  fhall  be 
called  out  to  adlual  fervice,  the  officers 
and  private  men  ferving  in  the  faid  mili¬ 
tia  fhall  be  quartered  and  billeted,  and 
the  carriages  neceflary  for  them  fhall  be 
furniffied  and  performed,  in  the  fame 
manner  as  .his  majefly’s  other  forces  are 
ordered  to  be  billeted  and  quartered, 
and  provided  with  carriages,  in  that  part 
of  Great  Britain  called  Scotland,  by  an 
adt,  pafled  in  this  prefent  year  of  his  ma- 
jelty’s  reign,  intitled,  “  An  av5t  for  pu- 
*'  nifliing  mutiny  and  defertion  ;  and  for 
‘  the  better  payment  of  the  army  and 
^  their  quarters.’* 

And  be  it  enabled ^  That  it  fhall  be  law¬ 
ful  for  every  captain  or  commanding  of¬ 
ficer  of  each  company  of  militia,  to  put 
the  corporals  or  private  men  of  his  com¬ 
pany  under  floppages,  not  exceeding 
a  day,  for  the  purpofe  of  fup- 
plying  them  and  their  wives  with  nccef- 
faries,  when  called  out  to  annual  exer- 
cife  ;  provided  that  fuch  captain  or  com¬ 
manding  officer  fhall  account  with  each 
corporal  and  private  militia  man  for  the 
faid  floppages  before  they  fliall  be  dif- 
miffied  from  the  faid  annual  exercife,  ha- 
''ing  firfl  dedui5led  what  lhall  have  been 
laid  out  for  them  for  neceffiaries,  and 
repair  of  arms  damaged  by  their  ne¬ 
glect. 

And  be  it  enaBedy  That  all  mufkets,  de¬ 
livered  for  the  fervice  of  the  militia,  fhall 
be  marked  diflindlly  in  fome  vifible  place 
■with  the  letter  M,  and  the  name  of  the 
county,  ftewartry,  or  place,  to  which 
they  belong ;  and  the  cajptain  jof  each 
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company  of  militia  fliall  have  the  care 
and  cutlody  of  the  arms,  clothes,  and  ac¬ 
coutrements,  provided  for  his  company, 
and  lhall  keep  the  fame  in  fome  dry  and 
fecurc  place,  under  lock  and  key,  and 
the  ferjeants  of  each  company  are  hereby 
required  to  take  care,  that  after  tlie  an¬ 
nual  exercife  is  completed,  every  militia 
man  fliall  return  his  arms,  clothes,  and 
accoutrements,  to  his  captain,  or  to  fuch 
perlon  or  perlbns  as  he  lhall  a[>poirit  to 
receive  the  liime,  well  cleaiud,  and  iu 
good  repair,  or  in  defauit  thereof  fliall

7.  “  In  my  laft  I  hin¬ 
ted  to  you  w^hat  fituation  this  country 
v’as  in.  Since  that  period  things  have 
daily  growm  worle  and  worfe ;  in  lb 
much  that  the  country  is  now  invefred 
in  three  difterent  places.  Our  friends 
above  will  inevitably  fall  a  facrifice  to  a 
rebel  banditti,  being  unable  to  v/itliftand 
fuch  powerful  opponents ;  while  we  in 
this  place  are  making  etery  preparation 
for  an  obftinate  defence,  being  refolved 
to  hold  out  to  the  laft.  So  foon  as  this 
vellcl  fails,  which  I  imagine  will  be  the 
laft  tins  year,  every  citizen  will  betake 
inmfdfto  arms,  as  all  kinds. of  bufinefs 
ivill  tiien  in  a  great  meaiure  ceafe.  For 
thefe  three  months  paft,  the  inhabitants 
^avc  already  been  doing  garril'on  duty, 
jis  militia,  in  which  corps  I  have  the  ho¬ 
nour  to  lerve,  and  this  day  mounted 
guard,  which  comes  round  every  fourth 
^ay. 

“  Wchave  at  this  time  ^owt  forty 
ytieces  of  cannon  on  our  ramparts,  and 
cvei*)*^  avenue  leading  to  the  town  pro¬ 
perly  repaired.  The  only  thing  we 


want  is  men,  there  being  no  regulars  In 
the  garrifon  :  However,  what  with  fai. 
lors,  Britilh  fettlers,  and  FreiKh,  (tho 
the  latter  cannot  be  much  depended  u- 
pon),  we  nearly  mufter  2500.  With 
this  force  we  hope  to  hold  out  till  we 
have  a  re-inforcementin  the  fpring;  but 
Ihould  that  be  late  in  arriving,  1  am  a* 
fraid  we  fhal!  at  laft  be  obliged  to  yield. 
Indeed,  would  you  believe  it,  the  French, 
whom  the  government  has  done  fo  much 
for,  and  relied  upon,  have  taken  up  arms 
againft  us,  feveral  of  wdioin  are  now  pri- 
foners  amongft  us,  having  been  taken  in 
a  late  engagement  near  the  towm.  As  I 
fiiaM  have  no  opportunity  of  waiting  to 
Great  Britain  till  perhaps  June  next, 
unlefs  matters  are  fettled  at  home,  you 
will  not  be  furprifed  at  my  filcnce.”

‘‘  The  French  laws  being  to  take 
place  the  firft  of  May  laft,  oocafioned  3II 
the  courts  of  juftice  to  be  ftiiit,  and  the 
martial  law  being  proclaimed  foon  after, 
has  eft'cduaily  kept  them  fo  fince  until 
vuthin  thefe  three  weeks,  when  an  oc- 
cafional  court  was  eftabliftied,  but  too 
late  to  anftver  any  fxlutary  purpofe.

All  the  caih  wc  coiild  poflibly  mufter 
has  only  enabled  us  to  enclofe  your 
FI.  T.  Cramahe’s  bill  on  the  treafury  for 
two  hundred  pounds  fterliiig. 

“  The  preicnt  fituation  of  this  pro¬ 
vince  is  truly  deplorable,  particularly 
the  inhabitants  of  this  town ;  we,  who 
flattered  ourfelves  with  the  profpect  of 
peace  and  tranquillity  during  the  pre- 
fent  conleft,  are  on  the  eve  of  feeing 
ourfelves  expofed  to  all  the  hoiTors  of 
civil  war ;  and  at  prefer, t  have  before  us 
the  difagrecablc  alternative  of  fuftainin?
